They throw up a 
“ buffer zone” around the seed and 
prout, warding off the enem y or­ 
ganism s fn the soil and giving the 
plant a chance to develop strong 
roots and vigorous top growth.

chem icals Is needed to coat the 
seeds. In general, vegetable seeds 
m ay be successfully treated with 
either of two chem icals sold under 
the name: “ A rasan” or “ Spergon.”

These operators of the system 
did not hesitate to break the law 
because they had conscientious ob­ 
jections to the institution of slav­ 
ery, and considered that they had 
a duty to their consciences rather 
than the law. 
Several lines of the system were 
operated through Adams County, 
all stemming

Mill on Rock Creek, about two 
m iles south of the center of Get­ 
tysburg One line ran eastward to­ 
ward York:

ister among the Friends, in No­ 
vember. 1817. 
To them were born three sons 
and three daughters. The oldest 
child. Hannah, was a trusted as­ 
sistant to her father, both in the 
work of the nursery and in the 
'underground railroad activity. 
The fourth child. William Wier- 
man Wright, born in 1824. died in 
1882. was the most noted of the 
family. He entered the service of 
the Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
as a 
civil engineer in 1848 and assisted 
Samuel VV. Mifflin, who later m ar- 
: lied his sister. Hannah, in taking 
j the Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
over 
the Allegheny 
Mountains 
in 
the 
I early 
1850s, 
thus 
creating 
the 
Horseshoe Curve. 
Served In Civil War 
In 1857 he 
was 
employed 
to 
survey an inter-ocean railway In 
Panam a and 
Honduras. 
In 
the 
early part of the Civil W’ar he 
served as chief engineer of the 
Army of the Potom ac, with the 
grade of general. He accompanied 
General Sherman on 
the 
March 
through Georgia in 1864. 


At the close of the war he re- 
I turned to civilian practice as a 
civil engineer, and built various 
works In the developing west. In 
J 1876 Count de Lesaeps, who had re­ 
cently been chief engineer on the 
Suez Canal and was then engaged 
to supervise the construction of a 
canal through Panam a, called him 
into consultation regarding engi­ 
neering problems involved in the 
construction of the canal through 
P a ja m a . 
Various circum stances, besides 
their 
own 
stern 
Quaker 
con­ 
sciences conspired to m ake this 
quiet couple earnest abolitionists 
and ardent champions of the op­ 
pressed. The strongest influence, 
perhaps, were the blood ties. Wil­ 
liam 's uncle, Benjam in Wright, and 
his cousin, Samuel B. Wright, were 
leading m em bers of the Pennsyl* 
! vania Society for the Abolition of 
Slavery, organized in 1775. 
The dominating figures of this 
society 
were 
generally 
Quakers. 
After the passage of the Abolition 
Law by 
the 
Commonwealth 
of 
Pennsylvania in 1780, the Wrights 
were often 
engaged In 
lawsuits 
with slaveholders to compel them 
to release their bondsmen accord­ 
ing to the requirements of the law’. 
Phoebe Wierman Wright was a 
sister of Joel Wierman, who him­ 
self was 
an 
ardent 
abolitionist, 
but whose wife was a half-sister 
of Benjam in Lundy, who is reck­ 
oned to be the father of the United 
Abolition Movement. 
William 
and 
Fhnetje 
Wright 
I grew up under the teachings and 
j the influence 
of these 
relatives. 
and so were prepared to do their 
; part in the 
abolition 
movement 
when circum stances put them in 
position of operating a station on 
Hie underground railroad, first at 
a place unknown to the w’riter, for 
j it is said that they began their 
activity 
about 
1819 
when 
they 


aided their first 
fugitive 
slave. 
Hamilton Moore, who 
ran 
away 
from Baltimore County, Md 
His m aster cam e for him, but 
William Wright and Joel Wierman 
rescued him and sent him on to 
Canada. In 1820 the Wrights moved 
to "Woodburn.” which was located 
a little more than two miles north­ 
west of York Springs. This place 
was improved with a red brick 
house which is still standing. 


In 1840 the Wrights moved to 
Plainfield, the house of which is 
still 
standing 
also, 
about 
four 
miles northeast of York Springs 
or about one mile west of B er­ 
mudian. Here they operated Plain­ 
field Nursery. 
GOP Convention Delegate 
Many 
interesting 
stories 
are 
still told in and about York Springs 
of 
the 
experiences 
which 
the 
Wrights, and of course others a c­ 
tive in the underground railroad 
system, had. It 
is 
thought 
that 
they had helped nearly 1.000 slaves 
to freedom. In this they were aided 
by their children. In 1856 William 
Wright 
was 
a 
delegate 
from 
Adams County to the first national 
Republican 
convention 
in 
Phila­ 
delphia which nominated John C. 
Freemont for president and which 
already was attracting the support 
of those who were exponents of 
anti-6lavery. 
The following is one of the most 
interesting and significant stories 
told about the Wrights. In the au­ 
tumn of 1828, as Phoebe Wright, 
surrounded by her little children, 
cam e out on the back porch, she 
raw standing in the shade of the 
early morning a colored man with- j 
out hat, shoes or coat. He asked 
for Mr. Wright, and Mrs. Wright, | 
understanding 
the

in­ 
vited him into the house to wait 
until her husband cam e home 
The fugitive was shivering with 
cold and fright. When Mr. Wright 
cam e home, the fugitive told his 
story, which 
was 
to

m aster at Hagerstown, who had 
taught him the 
trade 
of 
black­ 
smith. Considering 
himself 
mis- 
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treated, 
he 
determined 
to 
run 
i»way, but yet considered it his 
duty to remain in bondage until 
he was 21. in order to repay his 
master lor the expense and trouble 
of rearing and training him. 
Model Of Gratitude 
On the evening of his 21st birth­ 
day he started for 
the 
land 
of 
freedom. After 
some 
harrowing 
experiences he 
appeared at 
the 
toll gate north of York 
Springs 
where the keeper, sympathetic to 
fugitives, directed him to a new 
brick house across the f'elds, and 
said: Go there and inquire for Mr. 
Wright.” 
This he had done. He remained 
in the Wright home until April, 
1829. where he learned to read, 
write and do simple arithm etic. 
During his residence there he was 
a model of kindness and gratitude 
toward the whole family. 
He learned to graft trees, and 
generally gave Mr. Wright great 
help in the nursery business. He 
did Hie heavier household tasks 
for Phoebe, 
especially in scrub­ 
bing floors and lifting heavy bur­ 
dens. Before he went away in the 
spring he assumed a name w'hich 
his talents, perseverance and real 
genius 
made 
well-known 
in 
his 
time— that of Jam es W. C. Penn­ 
ington. 
The "W ” stood 
for 
his 
bene­ 
factor’s family and the ”C” for the 
family of his former m aster. He 
cam e within a short time after he 


left Adams County to New Haven. 
Conn., where, while working as a 
janitor at Yale College, completed 
the college course. 
After a few J 
years he went to Heidelberg Uni­ 
versity in Germany, where he won 
an advanced degree. 
“ Plainfield” Is Deserted 
Through it all he never forgot 
the Wright family, and upon his 
return brought each one a present. 
The story of his escape from bond­ 
age and his rem arkable abilities 
spread over England. An Ameri­
